2. Place Disk 1 BUG TOOI, label side up, in the well of the 
CD tray and close the lid. 


3. Turn on the TV or monitor and the Sega Saturn. The 
sega Saturn logo will appear on screen. If nothing appears, 
turn the system off and make sure It is set up correctly 
before turning It on again. 


4. If you wish to stop a game in progress, or the game ends, 
open the CD drive door, or perform a soft reset during the 
Title Loop to reach the CD Control Panel.
